Sultan, who fears his conversion into an Indian 
Maharajah, and, lastly, the assurance that in 
case of war he has nothing vo fear from Russia, 
and can therefore leave the western and north- 
ern frontiers of Afghanistan undefended, will 
greatly increase the military chances of the 
Ameer in his combat with bisenemy.” The St. 
Petersburg correspondent of the Berlin Post 
save that the Russian Government will allow 
Bokhariots, Khirchiz, and furkomane to aid 
and assist the Afghans ia the im- 
pending war.

Apecial Diapatch to The Tridune. 
Mempnis, Tenn., Oct. 22.—To-day has been 
decidedly cold, and the prospects for a black 
frost to-night are most encouraging. After two 
days of comparatively sultry weather, an old- 
fashioned storm came up last night aud con- 
tinued until daylight, changing the temperature 
in a radical manner, ana infusing new hope 
when despondency was once more predominat- 
ing.

The delegation consigned hither by 
Savannah left for home this morning bearing 
with them a “godspeed” from citizens, stran- 
gers, and the army of convalescents whose recov- 
ery they have been instrumental in promoting. 
In view of the early separation of the Howard 
Medical Corps a banquet was given last eventug 
at the Peabody Hotel in honor of the profession, 
who responded se nobly at the breaking out of 
the epidemic, and have labored so diligently in 
the cause of humanity. it was a pleasant affair 
numerously attended, aud passed off in a man- 
ner befitting the oecasion. The speeches were 
short, pithy, to the point, and partook largely of 
SENTIMENTS OF GRATITUDE 
to the physicians who had come hither from 
the North, and to the residents of that section 
for the money and supplies furnished, vot only 
to Mempbis, but the South, in the gréat trial 
which has been their portion the past ninety 
days. A morning paper, commenting on the 
speeches, says that the people here “can never 
forget the noble self-sacrifice of the doctors 
who came to us from far and near, their courage 
in the very home of death, and their beautiful 
devotion and zeal in the work of succoring 
strangers. Theirs was

DODD, BROWN @ CO.

Fr. Lovis, Mo., Oct. 22.—At an early hour 
this morning rumors were circulated that Dodd, 
Brown & Co., the largest wholesale drycoods 
firm in St. Louis, had failed, and when change 
opened at lla. m. there Was a marked excite- 
ment among the merchants and business-men. 
The sensation was mtensified by the fact that 
no definite information could be obtained con- 
cerning the reported suspension, and the stand- 
ing of the firm had been 80 high for so long a 
time that many refused to believe that 
there was any truth in the rumor, 
altnough it was known that correspondents 
of mercantile agencies had received the usual 
notification. For the purpose of getting accu- 
rate information, your correspondent called on 
the Mércantile Agency of R. G. Dun & Co. The 
manager, after some hesitation, stated that their 
firm was notified of the failure at alate hour 
yesterday afternoon, and this morning the 
various corresponderts had been notified of the 
event. He could not say for what amount the 
house had failed, but the business had deen 
enormous, and the sum involved was dovbtless 
quite large. Dodd, Brown & Co., he said, 
had long been récognized as the most 
enterprising house in thelr line in 
St. Louis. They were liberal merchants, 
had built a vast trade for themselves, had bene- 
fited all classes of trade in St. Louis, and had 
perhaps done more than any other firm to pre- 
vent the diversion of Southwestern trade to 
Chicago. He had called on Mr. Dodd yesterday, 
but did not find him prepared to make any 
statement. He had heard it rumored among 
the merchants that a proposition was afloat by 
which the business men were to help the firm 
and assist it in tiding over their difii- 
culties, Inquiry next made at the busi- 
ness house of Dodd, Brown & Co., 
North Fifth street, this morning. falied 
to.elicit any information concerning the failure, 


the cause, or the amount. Mr. Dodd, who is 


the St. Louis partner, Mr. Brown being the New 
York representative, said that he in fact was as 
much surprised as the rest of the community, 
and knew nothing of the failure. Mr. Brown is 
now en route from New York to St. Louis, and 
will arrive to-morrow. Until Mr. Brown arriv- 
ed, and he had conferred with him, he would 
be unable to give any information. Their sales- 
rooms were crowded all day with 
buyers, and business progressed as 
usual. A. call was made at the 
Bank of Commerce, where the firm keeps its 
St. Louis account, and of which bank Mr. Dodd 
is a Director, The bank officers declined to 
state anything beyond the fact that the accounts 
of the firm were kept with them, and that thesus- 
pension would not affect them. Cashier Burnham 
stated that, in the ordinary course of business 
events, the debts of the concern would be prin- 
cipally in the East, and, whatever losses there 
might be, St. Louis could nat suffer. As 
to the particular embarrassment which 
bad befallen the firm, nothing of an 
accurate and detailed nature could 


be learned. Oue banker, who was in a position 


to know, stated that the drafts of the firm whic 

reached here yesterday, and which amounted t 

$55,000, were not paid, and immediately went to 
protest. The drafts were drawn dy New York 
parties, but what particular firms eaanot be as- 
certained. It is learned beyond doubt, however, 
that the embarrassment of Dodd, Brown & Co. 
has been brought about by the inability of the 
firm to collect outstanding and overdue bills 
in the Southwest, where it has done, 
and is doing, an immense business. 
Last spring the firm were $40,000 
short on their Southwestern collections, and 
this has been toilowed by a series of similar 
failures to realize on time accounts. Very great 
sympathy was expressed throughout the day 
for the imperiled firm, and the impression 
seemed to prevail that it would pull through its 
present dilemma.

They pushed their trade, 
and attracted new customers to St. Louis by 
giving more liberal terms, both in prices and 
time, than was customary among the older 
houses. They nave continued up to this time to 
doa very large business, and have increased 
their net capital to over $500,000. During the 
year 1877 their sales amounted to over 84.000. 
000. This year the sales would probably have 
largely exceeded that amount, and bave ap- 
proached close to $6,000,000.

Secretary Sherman on Resumption—Impor- 
tant Railroad Conference—The Mexican 
Border Question—District Improvements 
—Land-Office Statistics.

WasuHinertoy, D. C., Oct. 22.—The following 
question was put to Secretary Sherman to-day 
on the resumption of specie payments: What 
proportion of gold and silver will be paid by the 
Government on current obligations? The Sec- 
retary declined to answer, saying that it is a 
mere matter of detail, which would be attended 
to at the proper time. He added that the Gov- 
ernment would be fully prepared to resume 
specie payment in January in a manner entirely 
satisfactory to the public, 

A convention of railroad officials and Rail- 
road Commissioners of various States is 
to convene at Columbus, O., Nov. 12. 
The object of the Convention is to act upon the 
suggestion of Theophilus French, Auditor of 
the New Government Railroad Bureau here, 
that a uniform system of reports be adopted 
throughout the country under the new | law. 
Forty-one railroads are required to report to 
Auditor French. He will require these reports 
to be made uniform, and bas already drafted 
questions and a general form of report, which 
he will present at this general Couvention of 
much importance to the railroads of the coun- 
try. Some of tne trunk railroads now run 
through five different States, and are required 
to prepare as many different kinds of reports to

Col. Twining suc- 
cecded at the start in preventing combinations 
among bidders. He is now laying the best 
asphalt pavement yet constructed in the coun- 
try, even better than that laid on Pennsylvania 
avenue by the Commissiouvers appointed by 
Congress. The latter cost $3.78 per yard. That 
now being laid on the hvdraulic base six ſuches 
thick is two and a half inches in thickness after 
rolling, and costs 81.974. Bids just opened for 
additional work have reduced this price for the 
future to $1.75. The compressed blocks of 
asphalt are now to be laid for the first time to a 
limited extent as an experiment, the price bid 
being $2.3744. The Commission has secured a 
similar break in prices for granite pavement. it 
is now being laid on a bed of six Inches of hy- 
draulie concrete at $2.61, including in this twen- 
ty-eigbt cents’ worth of coal tar in the upper 
joints of each square vard. The new bids re- 
duced even this price, and for all additional 
work itis to be furnished laid ou a bed of tive 
inches of rolled gravel and with coal tar in the 
surface seams at prices ranging from 82.00 to 
$2.15 per vard.

Cramp & Sons for the Russian Government was 

successfully launcbed this morning from the 

yard of that firm. She is the two-hundred-and- 
third vessel built by the Messrs. Cramp.

GENERATION | OF POWER. 


Petroleum Utilized as Fael—Promised Rev- 
olution in Production of Steam, Iron, and 
Glass—A Discovery of Unparalleled Im- 
portance to the Arts. 

Special Disputch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

New York, Oct. 20.—Mr. 8. C. Salisbury, a 
mechanic, has been at work for twenty years on 
a plan to utilize petroleum for fuel in producing 
steam. He has bit it, and is iInatair way to 
make a fortune. It was tested in the Brooklyn 
Navy-Lard on Saturday, and was found to work 
to the utmost satisiaction of the officers who 
inspected it. The furnaces were in full blast, 
but no smoke was visible. Great volumes of 
white steam rolled away from the pipe, but no 
coal was throwo upon the fire below. it had 
the look of an effect without a cause. 

“The most wonderful sight I have ever seen,” 
the veteran engineer Isherwood said. It 
revolutionizes the iron and steel manufacture 
the world over,” one of the largest iron men of 
the country exclaimed. “ It opens a new era in 
glass-manufacture. We shall soon have glass 
roofs on our houses, and French- Plate will be as 
cheap as common window-glass, said a large 
giass-maker. 

The results were so extraordinary in the per- 
fect combustion attained, in the intensity of 
heat quickly produced, in the enormous pressure 
of the suverheated steam,in the astonishing 
evaporation of water, in the freedom from dust, 
cinders, sulphur, and ali impurities, that these 
experts at once rvalized that a revolution io all 
departments where steam is used must occur 
immediately. 

Iue tuel is made of the residue of petroleum 
and coal-tar, which is mixed to about the con- 
sistency of molasses. it is conducted from the 
barrel to the furnace by means of a small gas- 
pipe. At the end of this pipe as it enters into 
the door of the furnace is a funnel-shaped ap- 
paratus. As the fuel enters this funnel it comes 
in contact with a current of highly super-heat- 
ed steam, which atomizes the liquid so that, as 
it leaves the machine, it induces the required 
amount of oxygen to enter and mix at the point 
of ignition. Thus the atomized fuel shoots, in 
a fierce but delicate spray, into the blazing fur- 
nace. The brick arches of the great furnaces 
are kept at a white heat, and a pure white flame 
fiashes along the whole length, registering a 
heat of 5,000 degrees, melting pig-iron in ten 
minutes, and making liquid glass in two hours 
instead of sixteen. All that there is to main- 


taiv this extraordinary beat is the slight spray 


darting in from the little furnace, which comes 
just within the door. I can send this intense 
white flame from tue Battery to Grace Church 
if I have a turnace-arch that long,“ said the in- 
ventor. 

The amazing scope of this new discovery may 
be estimated from its effect upon the oil-trade 
alone. Mr. Salisbury says he is about to make 
a proposition to the Producers’ and the United 
Pipe lines for a permanent contract to take from 
them at Pittsburg all of their surplus and all 
their distillate tar-naphthas at a price that will 
give ttre producers fully 50 per cent profit, and 
also pay the pipe lines for piping it to Pittsburg. 
The ocean-steamship business will also feel the 
effect of tnis revolution in steam-producing 
fuel. Experiments already made show that in 
a single trip across the Atlantic asavivg of about 
$5,000 will be effected in freight-rvom alone, as 
the space now taken up for 800 tons of coal will 
be used for freicht. 

But the greatest achievement of the new sys- 
tem will be in iron-making. Said the leading 
representatives of this interest: This is the 
grandest achievement of Science in this age, 
and this inventor’s income, even on very small 
royalties, will be greater than that of any living 
capitalist. With the mechanism invented by 
Mr. Salisbury, a blast-furnace of thirty tons per 
day will convert its liquid iron into — or 
ingots of wrought-iron or steel at a cost so 
trifling that it enhances the value of pig-metal 


100 per cent.“ 

Sulpour and carbon, the two deteriorative ele- 
ments that are present in all the wrought iron 
now made, are utterly cast out by this new 
process. In the Salisbury furnaces the pig- 
metal is melted to a thin liquid in fifteen minutes. 
It is then drawn off into a second furnace, one 
foot lower than the first. Ihe second furnace 
is immediately charged with a continuous sheet 
of hot air and superheated steam of 1,000 de- 
grees at immense pressure, which keeps every 
particle of the liquid metal in agitation, and 
burus out the carbon utterly in from eight to 
ten minutes, when it is ready for the puddier. 
At no time in this operation can any cold air 
come in contact with the liquid, and conée- 
quently every particle becomes united. Iu the 
two melting processes every trace of sulphur is 
taken up. he instant the metal is run off 
into the second furnace the first is filled with 
pies. When number two is taken out by the 
puddier the new lot is ready to run into the 
second furnaces, and so on in ceaseless alter- 
nation. 

Note some points in contrast with the method 
where coal is used as fuel: 

1. It has always been impossible to free the 
iron from carbon and sulphur with the old 
methods. 

2. Ten charges are run off in a dayand a 
night wita the present process. The same num- 
ber will be run off in ten hours with the new. 
One puddier will turn out in ten hours the 
amount that four puddiers and helpers now 
turn out in twenty-four hours. 

3. The furnaces wiil be kept bot for three 
months continuously, as the fire-brick, becom- 
ing intensified by the intense heat, will last that 
Jong. Under the present method—owiog to 
the action of the sulphur and tune necessity of 
scraping off the fine cinders and ashes, which 
form clinkers on the brick—the latter must be 
removed every day, aud a new hearth made, 
during which time the furnace is allowed to 
cool. 

4. Not only is the quality (adhesiveness) of 
the iron improved by the new process, but the 
quantity is increased 100 pounds to the ton ol 
material. 

5. One-half the labor in finishing is saved. 

6. The heavy labor of handling coal and re- 
a ashes is dispensed with. 

The cost of fuel is reduced one-half, reck- 
oning coal at aly $3 per ton.

havea bright light or not, as you wish, and. 


you can turn it down or up just as you please, 
and can shut it off at any time. No match is 
needed to light it. You turn the cock, the elec- 
tric connection is made, the platinum burner 
Catches a of heat, and there is your 
light. There is neither blaze nor flame, and 
there is no singing nor flickering. I don’t pre- 
tend that it will give a much better light than 
gas, but it will be whiter and steadier than any 
known light. .I do know now that it will de 
cheaper than gas. It will give no fumes nor 
smokes. No carbonic acid gas will be thrown 
off by combustion. it will be a great thing for 
compositors, engravers, and all torced to work 
during hot summer nights, for it will tarow out 
scarcely apy heat. Shades may be used, the 
same as shades ut on gas-lights, but there will 
be no real necessity for them. The wind can’t 
blow it out. There can be no gas explosions, 
and no one will be suffocated, because the elec- 
tricity is turned on, for it cannot be turned on 
without lighting the burner. A person may 
have lam bs made with flexible cords, and carry 
them from one point to anotber.“ 

Mr. Edison says that electric generating ma- 
chines could be placed upon steamboats and 
locomotives, and the boats and cars liguted by 
the action of the engines, but the instant that 
the machinery stopped the lights would go out, 
and be thinks that it may be u to have 
an extra e in each station in cities to be 

prepared tor accidents. If the first engine 
ond break down, the second one could be 
used to teed the lights. Country towns, with 
the use of the electric generating machines, 
could be lighted by water-power. Any power 
could be used, provided it was strong enougu to 
turn the shait of the machine with the necessa- 
ry rapidity. 

The Professor then exhibited an electric gen- 
érating machine. It was what is known as the 
Wallace Machine. A knot of magnets ran 
around the cylinder, facing each other, and 
wires were attached toit. Mr. Edison slipped a 
belt over the machine, and the engine used in 
bis menutactory began to tura.the cylinder. He 
touched the point of the wire on asmall piece 
of metal near the window-casing, and there was 
a flash of binding white light. It was 
repeated at each touch.

The intense bright- 
ness Was gone, and there was nothing irritating 
to the eye. The mechanism was so simple and 
perfect that it explained itself. The strip of 
platinum that acted as a burner did not burn. 

It threw off a light pure 
and white, and it was set in a gallows-like 
frame; but it glowed with the 3 
elfulgence of the star Altair. You could trace 
the veins in your hands and the spots and lines 
upon your finger-nails dy its brightness. All 
the surplus electricity had been turned off, and 
the platinum shone with a mellow radiance 
through the emall glass globe that surrounded 
it. A turn of the screw and its brightness be- 
came dazzling, ard reduced itself to the faintest 
glimmer of a glow-worm. It seemed perfect.

There was always some defect or 
hitch that defeated the inventors; but it 
may be true that this New York mechanic 
has overcome the apparently insurmountable 
obstacle and discovered how to use it. If he 
has not, somebody else will one of these days. 


The County Commissioners take the 
ground that the present rate of expenditures 
cannot be reduced, and expect to make the 
taxpayers believe it. We heard similar talk 
some time ago concerning city expenses. 
The Council Ring swore until they were 
black and blue in the face that no farther 
retrenchment in city expenditures was pos- 
sible. But the people were not convinced, 
and concluded to try the experiment of 
electing a reform Board of Aldermen, and 
see whether they could not manage to carry 
on the City Government on less money. Bo- 
hold the result. A reduction of expenditures 
of nearly two. millions of dollars a year! 
Turn over the county affairs to last year’s 
Board of Aldermen and they will conduct the 
County Government better than it is admin- 
istered now for half a million a year less 
money than the Ring is spending. This 
would leave an abundant surplus to go on 
with building the Court-House without issu- 
ing a single mortgage bond upon the property 
of the taxpayers. There is no doubt about 
it. The thing to do is to reform the personnel 
of the present Board of tax-devourers, and 
then less taxes will be needed to carry on 
county affairs.

SENNE’S LAME DEFENS E OF THE COUNTY 


The County Board seems to be practically 
unanimous in the effort to coerce the people 
of Cook County to mortgage their property 
to the extent of $750,000,more than it is now 
mortgaged, on the pretense of necessity to 
continue the work on the Oourt-House. The 
County Board is a voracious, tax-devouring 
body; there are afew of the members who 
would not, perhaps, sanction what they knew 
to be a dishonest expenditure, but there is 
not one who desires to protest against the 
raising of any given sum in bulk, whether 
by tax-levy or by issue of bonds. Even Mr. 
Senwe, whom nobody has suspected of im- 
plication in any of the dishonest “ extra 
transactions of the Ring, is willing to be 
used as an agent to assist in procuring money 
from taxpayers, which the Ring will manipu- 
late and squander. The instinct of the tax- 
eater, even when he is personally honest, 
almost invariably asserts itself when the 
time comes around for making appro- 
priations, assessing taxes, or issuing 
bonds. It is this instinct that has 
betrayed Mr. Sznwe into the lame defense of 
the proposition to issue $750,000 bonds; 
and this defense, simply because it comes 
from one of the honest” members of the 
Board, has been ordered printed at public 
expense in various languages as a campaign 
document,—a proceeding, by the way, for 
which there is no warrant or appropriation. 

We think Mr. Sxxwe’s position may be 
stated correctly as follows: The Board this 
year has exhausted the entire tax-levy in ap- 
propriations for general expenses, becanse 
the experience of the past two years has 
been that the actual expenditures, regardless 
of the appropriations, have run up nearly 
to the figures that have been estimated for 
the coming year. For this proceeding Mr. 
Sennz claims extraordinary merit, and thinks 
Tun Tamun has done the Board an in- 
justice by comparing the appropriations of 
this year with the appropriations of the 
two preceding years, instead of comparing 
this year’s appropriations with the actual 
squanderings of the two preceding years. 
Perhaps Mr. Suu would have been right 
about this if Tux Trisuns had ever justified 
the illegal excess of expenditures over the 
appropriations during the two preceding 
years; but Mr. Sur will not be able to 
find that Tun Tarsune ever indorsed these 
unlawful excesses. On the contrary, it has 
always condemned them. Tun Tarisunz 
could not fairly have compared the expendi- 
tures of the last two years with the expendi- 
tures of the coming year, because it does not 
know what these expenditures will be, but 
only what the appropriations are. For 
1876-'77 the appropriations were $667,480, 
but the expenditures were swollen to 6900, 
000. For 1877-'78 the appropriations were 
$700,000, but the tates devoured were 
$1,017,742. This year the appropriations are 
$1,133,155, but what the actual expendi- 
tures will be no mortal man outside of the 
Ring can foretell. Following the same ratio 


guarantee in the past conduct of the Board 
that the promise will be kept. But, suppose 
it be actually carried out, then the expendi- 
tures will still be in excess of the expendi- 
tures of last year and the year before; and 
Tun Txrpunz contends now, as it has always 
contended, that the expenditures of the 
last two years have been grossly ex- 
travagant. It will not acquiesce in still 
greater extravagance for the coming year 


merely in order to induce the people to vote 


a mortgage on their property of $750,000 to 
carry on the Court-House work. In other 
words, Mr. Senn and the County Board 
contend that it will be necessary to expend 
$1,133,155 from Sept. 1, 1878, to Sept. 1, 
1879, in support of the various departments 
and institutions, because the sum of $1,017,- 
742 was expended from Sept. 1, 1877, to 
Sept. 1, 1878, in the same reckless manner. 

Taz Tarsuxnz contends that, instead of 
spending $1,000,000 this last. year, the ex- 
penses should have been kept down to $700,- 
000, the amount of appropriation, and like- 
wise, instead of appropriating $1,133,155 for 
the coming year and expending that amount, 
not more than $700,000 should have been 
appropriated, and the expenditures should 
be kept down to that figure. In the latter 
case there would be over 5400, 000 of the 
present tax-levy to apply to the Court-House, 
and there would then be no excuse for ask- 
ing the issue of bonds to any amount. TA 
Trrpunm also contends that, if the issue of 
bonds be refused, sufficient money will be 
saved out of the general appropriations to go 
on with the Court-House work. 

Proper comparisons justify Tu Trrsunz’s 
position and condemn that of the Board, as 
represented by Mr. SANA. In the year 1873 
the actual expenditures for the maintenance 
of the county institutions were $559,000; in 
1874, the sum was $576,000. It is proposed 
to expend this year more than double what 
was expended in either of those years. Now 
note the difference. In 1874 the assessed 
value of the property of Cook County was 
$318,822,573; this year it is $164,757,430. 
That is to say, the taxable value of the prop- 
erty on which to pay taxes has decreased 50 
per cent, while the exactions upon the tax- 
payers have been increased 100 per cent! 
They have now only halfas much taxable 
value to pay with as they had in 1874, and they 
are asked to pay double what they then paid 
for the same purpose! The difference is, 
that in 1873 the County Board was controlled 
by men like Hrroncocx, Harrison, Ciovaen, 
and others who favored economy instead of 
extravagance) But the contrast is rendered 
all the more striking by two other facts, viz. : 
The purchasing power of money has in- 
creased 33 per cent, and the prices of every- 
thing purchased and all wages paid have de- 
creased at least 33 per cent. Nevertheless 
the Board insists that it is necessary to ex- 
pend twice as much in dear money now as of 
cheap money in 1873 or 1874; and on this 
plea alone bases its demand for the issue of 
bonds. Tue Trreune disputes this out- 
rageous claim as preposterous, and hence op- 
poses the issue of mortgage bonds as utterly 
unnecessary and wicked. 


AN INSURANCE SCARE. 

New York has just had another spasm con- 
cerning fire insurance in Chicago. This time 
it is produced by the late fire on Canalport 
avenue, at which a furniture factory was de- 
stroyed. That old factory was, so far as it 


vas a fire-trap, a public nuisance, and the 


public interest has been benefited by its de- 
struction. Under the law, no wooden build- 
ing can take its place, and insurance com- 
panies should rejoice that it has been re- 
moved. The building was a wooden shell 
100x100 feet, and contained some furniture 
stock, but the Fire Department bad no diffi- 
culty in confining the fire to the premises in 
which it originated. 

The New York Mail, at the instigation 
probably of some insurance man, calls atten- 
tion to this as a warning of the possible rep- 
etition in Chicago of the fire of 1871. It 
describes the district in the neighborhood of 
this fire as one in which are located the great 
lumber-yards, planing-mills, and furniture 
and box factories; and says that the resi- 
dences are mainly wooden, and that under- 
writers always view it with horror. The 
Maid greatly exaggerates and misstates the 
facts. Since the fire of 1871, and since the 
fire ordinances, there has been no wooden 
building, whether for residence or factory, 
erected in this city. Such residences and 
stores as have been built in the lumber dis- 
trict have been constructed of brick or stone, 
and all the factories have been built with 
special reference to avoiding fires, and es- 
pecially any extensive conflagrations. The 
planing-mills, furniture and box fac- 
tories built of late years are not, 
as of old, large wooden structures four or 
more stories high. They are all of brick, 
and mainly of low elevation, and, in case of 
fire, can be drowned out by the water from 
the fire-plug or from the flre- apparatus. 
Every precaution has been taken to avoid 
fire from without, and, in case of fire from 
within, to enable the Fire Department to 
keep the fire confined to the premises. An 
entirely new and complete water-works 
establishment has been constructed within 
close proximity to the district, furnishing, in 
case of fire, a greater supply of water 
and with greater force than supplied 
the whole city in 1871. Nor are the 
lumber-yards the source of any danger. 
The lumber trade of this eity has always been 
of great magnitude, but no fire of any con- 
sequence ever originated in lumber-yards, 
nor has any fire in such yards obtained any 
destructive force because in a lumber-yard. 
It is difficult to originate a fire in a lumber- 
yard, and, once begun, it does not spread 
rapidly. A lumber-pile is almost a solid 
mass, and does not spread the flames as 
do hollow buildings. With ordinary care 
and vigilance, a lumber-yard is not any 
more hazardous than a coal-yard; while hul- 
low wooden buildings, especially if over two 
storiés high, are the most efficacious of all 
combustibles in spreading a conflagration. 
In addition to the water-power recently 
erected near the lumber district is the river, 
and also the numerous slips penetrating the 
lumber-yards at frequent intervals, giving a 
supply of water available for 
ase on the spot, and in inex- 
haustible quantity. In fact, the lumber 
district has long since practically ceased 
to be an object of serious danger to the city. 
The annual maps printed in this city show- 
ing the progress of buildings of brick and 
stone exhibit the rapid change which is go- 
ing on, even in the dreaded lumber district. 
An adherence on the part of the City Coun- 
cil to the policy of excluding wooden build- 
ings will in due time give, in the shape of 
brick walls, a resistance to the extension of 
fires which this city has never known in its 
past history. The removal by fire of the old

ENGLAND’S DILEMMA. 

The Ameer of Afghanistan has sent back 
the taunting reply to the Viceroy of India that 
he has no explanations to make, and in the 
language of the late Mr. Tweep asks, 
“What are you going to do about it?” It 
is clear that he would not the second time have 
offered a serious affront to England had he not 
been prepared to take the consequences, and 
had he not been encouraged by a mighty 
Power behind him, and by the prospect of 
assistance from the powerful hill tribes ” 
who have heretofore been supposed to be 
friendly to the English, and from the native 
Indian Princes whose loyalty to Lord Bza- 
CONSFIELD’s Empress of India has always 
been problematical. The masterly policy of 
inactivity which has characterized the Vice- 
roy is creating alarm all over England. The 
fine weather, it is said, will break up next 
month, and yet the campaign has not fairly 
begun. To fight the fierce Afghan moun- 
taineers in winter would be folly, so that the 
real active operations of the war can hardly 
be looked for before spring. Six months is 


a long time to give the Ameer for prepara. | 


tion, It is now nearly three months since 
the Russian Envoy was received at Cabul 
and a friendly understanding was arrived at 
between the Ozar and the Ameer. The na- 
ture of that understanding is apparent from 
what bas already transpired. Twice, in the 
most taunting manner,. the Ameer has 
snubbed England through her Viceroy. It 
it is already known that the Ameer has re- 
ceived assistance for the campaign, and that 
assistance can come from no other quarter 
than Russia. We have already seen in the 
war been Servia and Turkey how Russia can 
aid the weaker power without contributing 
even a squad of soldiers or violating neu- 
trality regulations. If Servia could begin a 
campaign with improved rifles and Krupp 
cannon, and with Russian engineers and 
officers, it will not be remarkable to find 
Afghanistan possessing the same advantages. 
When we remember also that the tribes 
bordering upon Afghanistan have already 
cast in their lot with Russia, and the subtle 
and successful character of Russian intrigue, 
it will be still more remarkable if thousands 
of Turcomans and the savage warriors of 
the ‘‘ hill tribes” are not found fighting for 
the Ameer when war begins in earnest, 
What is the, game of Russia? It is not 
possible for the Ameer to defeat England 
ultimately. But it is possible for him, with 
the silent help of Russia and Persia, to pro- 
long the war, and make it terribly expensive 
for England at a time when she is already in 
the throes of a panic and India is bankrupt. 
Russia will not object to the war on this ac- 
count. But here the diplomat steps in. She 
has already moved the pieces on the board, 
so that Afghanistan and England stand face 
to face ready to fall upon each other, and 
Russia has the move, and that move will 
place England in a serious dilemma. Its 
direction is best explained by the following 
declaration which the Pall Mali Gazette puts 
in the mouth of the Russian diplomatist 
speaking to the English Government : 


You have to choose between a really very awk- 
ward war on your Indian frontier, and certain con- 
cesstous demanded by the voice of humanity and 
the wishes of the Czar in European Turkey. You 
can see, you do sse, that your difficulty with Af- 
ghanistan is a matter very much out of your con- 
trol, and very much ih other people's. The con- 
ditions of warfare are changed with a change of 
weapons; this we found out at Plevna; and this 
you wiilfind out, perhaps, in Afghanistan. Com- 
merce has reached the cities of Afguants tan, and 
will place plenty of arms of precision there—we 
ourselves have More than we know what to do 
with: and, moreover, there are Bakens of other 
‘nations besides the English. In the next place, 
you may find yourselves opposed by hordes of 
Turcomans, who throw their lives away very 
freely. Do not suppose that we could hold them 
back; or, if you fancy we could do so, ask your- 
selves why, undercertain circumstances, we should 
restrain them voluntarily. Further, we have our 
own Central Asian conquesta to secure; and if 
your troops march to one city and occupy it. we 
may find ourseif obliged, for our own safety, to 
advance and occupy others, which I need not name. 
You cannot afford one signal defeat, either at the 
outset or in the middle of the campaign; because 
any such disaster might have the result of insur- 
rectionary troubles in India itself. Now consider 
all these things; vonder not only what I have said 
but what I have left unsaid; and ask yourselves 
whether it ie worth your while to run all these 
risks, and to incur these great costs, while your 
home revenue is running down and the Indian 
Treasury is exhausted, for the sake of combating 
our wiphes as to Roumelia, Bulgaria. our indemnity, 
and your Turkish convention. Allow us our way 
in these matters unobstructed, and what can we 
promise you’ We can promise you that you may 
dismiss your fears of unofficial war; all talk of al- 
liance with the Ameer will cease; he wil) be left 
high and dry; he may even be persuaded to 
apologize at the last moment, and all will end 
bappily. 

In other words, Russia says to England 
Give us the concessions we have demanded 
in European Turkey and the Ameer shall 
comply with ail your demands; refuse them, 
and this war shall go on until it exhausts 
you. That this threat is no empty one is 
shown already by the consternation with 
which the English regard the probability 
that England, not India, will have to pay the 
expenses of the war. At the outset it was 
argued that as the Afghan war was precipi- 
tated by Indian policy, and as it would be 
waged to prevent an Indian danger, there- 
fore it must be paid for out of the Indian 
Treasury. Recent examinations of the In- 
dian Treasury, however, have shown that it 
is not only empty put that the bottom has 
been knocked out of it. Those acquainted 
with Indian finances remind the Government 
that the people of India are taxed to death 
already, and that their country is in a state 
of abject misery. To make India pay the 
expense of the Afghan war must render in- 
creased taxation necessary. The present 
crushing system of taxes has produced dis- 
content and ill-will; to. increase it now 
would be to run the risk of. alienating the 
whole Indian people from English rule, if 
not of raising a rebellion in the interests of 
the Afghans with whom they sympathize. 
It is a dangerous game the Engiish are play- 
ing on one Afghan frontier while they are 
shaken with financial panic at home and 
while Russia waits and watches upon the 
other with nothing to lose but everything to 
gain. These circumstances may account for 
the slowness of England in moving to the 
attack. The Russian papers are quick to ob- 
serve the embarrassment of England. The 
St. Petersburg Colos, the organ of Russian 
sentiment, says ; 


England evidently aims at occupying a few post- 
tions in the hills to frighten the Ameer into con- 
cessions. But as it is equally obvious that Suu 
ALi has long planned this campaign, be is not like- 
ly to be coerced by mere monstrations. The 
Amect may count upon the friendly neutrality of 
both Russia and Persia, as w 
thies and possible

people contended that it could be supported 
for much less, and at last succeeded in elect- 
ing an entire new set of men who were will- 
ing to try the experiment. The appropria- 
tions for the general expenses of the city, 
excluding the interest account, were reduced 
about $1,700,000 a year! and this year the 
City Government is actually expending 
only 85 per cent of the amount 
appropriated, in order to keep the 
actual expenditures within the actual 
collection of taxes. Thus, while a spirit of 
economy in the City Government was able 
to retrench to the extent of $1,700,000 a 
year in general expenses, the spirit that con- 
trols the County Board insists upon spend- 
ing double what was spent for the mainte- 
nance of county institutions four years ago, 
and all this in utter contempt and disregard 
of the shrinkage in values of property, the 
shrinkage in wages, and the shrinkage in the 
ability of the people to pay. This is the 
course which Mr. Sennz approves as a means 
for urging the people to vote bonds in addi- 
tion to an extortionate tax-levy. The con- 
currence of the whole Board in this condi- 
tion of things teaches the people that they 
must again appeal to the Legislature for the 
privilege of electing an entire new Board as 
the only means for securing the same substi- 
tution of retrenchment for economy in 
county affairs that was secured in the City 
Council by the very same process. 

In the meantime, Mr. S. argument 
will not persuade any intelligent taxpayer to 
vote for the proposed issue of mortgage 
bonds. Because the expenditures of the 
County Board were unreasonably extrav- 
agant and excessive last year and the year 
before is no reason why they should be still 
more extravagant this and next year. The 
fact remains that the tax-levy yields, over 
and above the county-debt interest account, 
the sum of $1,133,155, and that, while this 
entire sum has been set aside for general 
expenses, it is certain that at least $300,000 
could be saved out of it for work on the 


Court-House, While this is true, the people 


will not mortgage their property for the 
Court-House, but will insist. upon such re- 
trenchment in the general expenses as all 
the circumstances demand, in which case 
the work on the Court-House can be contin- 
ued without selling one mortgage bond,

JUDGE HILTON MISREPRESENTS AND 
FALSIFIES 


On Monday last we reprinted from the 
Cincinnati Znguireran interview with Judge 
Hrrrox, the chief representative of the A. 
T. Srrwanr estate, on the sabject of the kid- 
glove controversy. Mr. Hixron is as dog- 
matic ànd oracular in discussing a mercantile 
question as he could have been had he founded 
the house of A. T. Srewant & Co. He now 
assaults everybody connected with the cus- 
toms revenue service who has the temerity 
to do his duty. Secretary Suznman is de- 
nounced as a political trickster who knows 
nothing about Custom-House affairs nor im- 
portations”; Collector Mexarrr is charac- 
terized asa man of very little mind or 
knowledge of his own,” and as having de- 
cided the kid-glove cases in accordance 
with Suernman’s well-known cunning and 
tricky character”; the Philadelphia glove- 
importer, Mr, Rm, upon whose testimony 
Mr. Hrox's house wasconvicted of smug- 
gling,” as he calls it, is referred to contemptu- 
ously, and the Treasury agents are generally 
denounced. Mr. Hiiton condescends (7) to 
speak courteously of the President. He 
patronizes Mr. Hares and Mrs. Harxs. In 
answer to the question, Do you confound 
President Hayes with any of these schemes 


of Jonx Suznman ?” he says: 


Nota bit. I think Mr. Hares is a correct and 
well-meaning man, and his wife is a lady, and I 
told bim that his Secretary of the Treasury was 
bent upon unworthy objects, which had no busi- 
ness to be mixed up with the exercise of his office. 


As Mr. Hrox is silent on the subject, it 
is to be presumed that the President did not 
have the purse-proud individual ejected from 
his office for grossly defaming his chief ad- 
viser. We say ‘‘defaming,” and we mean 
that the man who prefers to the President 
of the United States, as against a member of 
his Cabinet, a charge of misconduct in vague 
terms, without specifying the nature of the 
alleged misconduct, and without offering 
evidence in support of the charge, deserves 
to be treated without respect. 

But what kind of a case does Mr, Huron 
make when put upon the defensive? The 
explanation of his bitterness is found in the 
following paragraph: 

In the history of the house of A. T. Stewart & 
Co. it aas never deen ned one cent. We do not now 
propose to take the position that we are smugglers. 
We propose to make this à question of the day as 
to whether a subservient Collector, acting under 
the ambitious cunning of a Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, shall put us in the position of having smug- 
gied our goods. 

This, however, is the position in which 
Mr. HLrox is placed, and he seeks to wrig- 
gle out of it. He gives a history of the kid. 
glove business of the house of A. T. Srew- 
ant & Co. He says that, in 1853, Mr. Srew- 
ant, with his mercantile forethought,” 
went to France and picked out the best 
manufacturer there, and advanced him money 
to build a new factory, and employ many 
more hands, so that Mr. Srzwarr could rely 
upon a fixed quantity of first-class goods. 
The name of this happy Frenchman to whom 
Stewart advanced money was Fortms. The 
gloves made by Fonr & Oo. are called the 
„Alexander glove. ‘‘They might have 
been called the Stewart glove,” says Mr. 
Hutton, . but it was finally thought better 
to give them Mr. Srewarr'’s first name.” 
If Mr. Hivrow had felt at liberty to tell 
the whole truth, he would have said that 
the house of A. T. Srewart & Co. is 
the chief owner of Fonrm's factory. Mr. 
Hrox goes on to show that none of the kid 
gloves made for the American market are 
ever put upon the French or other foreign 
markets, because the hands of American 
women are so peculiar that the gloves made 
for any other market would not fit them, and 
vice versa. He does not explain how it hap- 
pens that every female foreign tourist re- 
turns with soores of dozens of kid gloves 
bought in France. But let that pass. Mr. 
HI.town proceéds to show that the Alexander 
glove is offered nowhere but in America, and 
then says: Now, you see, that the only 
standard price of those gloves is that which 
will arise from adding to the net price a fair 
percentage of profit to the manufacturer. 
To the question, Do you mean to say that 
there is no means of determining what those 
goods are worth in Parts?” Mr. Hizron re- 


chdndise that is not actually sold in the 
foreign market. This elucidation of the 
subject shows the advantage of own- 
ing a kid-glove factory in France; 
shows how all-embracing was the mer 
cantile forethought” of the late Mr. 
Stewart. By himself making the kid 
gloves required by his trade, he was ‘able 
to act in the double capacity of consignor 
and consignee; and, above all, upon the 
theory that the market value could only be 
fixed on the basis of actual sales, by declin- 
ing to make any sales in France, he reserved 
to himself the power to fix absolutely and 
beyond review the price upon which he was 
willing to pay duty to the Government! It 
is in this way—leaving importers to fix the 
market value of their own merchandise— 
that the revenue has been robbed to the ex- 
tent of about 25 to 40 per cent on all con- 
signed goods, particularly silks and kid 
gloves. No wonder that New York retains 
the importing trade. It is not a question of 
capital and enterprise, as Mr. HL ron dog- 
matically asserts, but of honesty. The hon- 
est importer at Boston, Philadelphia, or Chi- 
cago who pays a duty on the real foreign 
value of his merchandise is compelled to 
retire and give place to the rogues at New 
York who rob the revenue to the extent of 
25 per cent of its dues. 

Let us consider Mr. H1rton a moment in 
his role of a falsifler. In answer to the 
question, Beyopd the glove question what 
is to be said as to the general charge that 
Western importers cannot compete with 
New York importers?” he says:

So 
great were the frands and abuses, in the 
opinion of Mr. Lzrrer and his associates, 
that they proposed the re-enactment of the 
Moieties law, repealed in 1874. And yet 
Mr. HILrox has the effrontery to declare, 
falsely, that they found nothing to report 
against as to any inequality or favoritism, 
and therefore made no report 

We can conceive of no other explanation 
of this than that Mr. HH rox proposes liter- 
ally to throw down the glove to Mr. Lerrzr. 
He says in effect: Mr. Lerrzr, you dare not 
publicly dispute me when I say that you 
found no evidence of eustoms abuses and 
fraud in New York. If you do, I shall re- 
fuse to continue sales of Alexander kids to 
you, and, even at a valuation of 49 
francs the dozen, you cannot compete with 
us in importations, and you know it. Mr. 
Lzirer knows how to resent an insult, and 
he will be very likely to pick up Mr. H- 
rox's kid glove. 

In the course of his long diatribe Mr. 


Hr rox said: 


I tell you the importing business will rest in 
New York until the Western merchants have capi- 
tal enough to step over our heads and look out 
for those in Europe as well as we do, It certainly 
isno portion of the Governmental providence to 
destroy the sagacity of the American merchant. 


Whereupon the interviewer responded in- 
terrogatively : ‘‘I thought I had been read- 
ing considerable about New York losing ita 
trade? To which Mr. HrLrox replied rather 
testily : 

Oh, that referred only tothe export of grain, 
meat, etc. Of course, our facilities were deficient 
for some time, and our associate cities sent a good 


deal of stuff away, as they continue to do. That 
has nothing to do with the imporiing trade. 


This admission in regard to the export 
trade in grain and meats gives away Mr. 
Hrutor’s entire case, and leaves him exposed 
as a defender of frauds upon the revenue. 
Five years ago nearly this entire business 
paid a royalty to New York City for the use 
of capital. To-day it is transacted almost 
exclusively direct by Western merchants 
with Western capital, There are at least 
ten million dollars employed in Chicago 
alone in the different branches of meat ex- 
portation, and it is Chicago capital, and pays 
no interest to anybody but its owners. This 
fact alone demonstrates that,im the lan- 
guage of Mr. Hmrox, Western merchants 
have capital enough to step over [our] New 
York merchants’ heads and look out for those 
in Europe as well as{we} New York mer- 
chants do.” All Western importers ask is 
that New York importers shall be compelled 
to pay the same rates of customs duties that 
they do, and they undertake to import direct 
all the foreign goods consumed west of the 
Rocky Mountains. And the Secretary of 
the Treasury, who will see that the revenue 
laws are equally enforced at all ports, need 
not fear to be called a tricky politician by 
the bully HrTon. :

ONE OF KERN’S BOARDERS. 
To the Editor of The Tvibwne. 

Cook Country Jal (KgRN’s Horst), Car- 
Cao, Oct. 21.—Having been an inmate 
of this place for six weeks, I have 
some knowledge of the way things are 
done here, and I thought I would answer what 
I read in the editorial columns of the Times 
(Kern’s sheet) of Sunday, Oct. 20, giving bim 
such undue credit for the neatness, cleanliness, 
etc., of the jail, and his fitness for a second 
term, and the unfitness of Maj. John Hoffman 
for the office of Sheriff. I can say to the Tunes 
man, open and above board, that there is not 
one word of truth in bis editorial, only that he 
ought to have bad Kern pay him a little more 
money than he did, and then visited the jai) in 
person, then he could have written him (Kern) 
up better than he did. As for cleanliness, I can 
only speak for my own cell, and that did con- 
tain when | came here vermin, to-wit: cock- 
roaches, bedbugs, and lice, till 1 couldn't rest. 
Aud if the Times man, or Kern, will come 
around they can get a sample of them to-day. 
That's solid Democracy for you. It shows the 
material it is made up of. In fact, the bed- 
clothes are alive with them, and us poor devils 
have to fight them harder to get rid of them 
than I did in Missouri during the War. Our 
board is three ounces of bread and a pint of 
black coffee for breakfast; dinner, bread and 
one pint soup, two ounces meat, and one po- 
tato; supper, bread and water,—ior which be 
gets 35 cents for, and costa him about 10 cents. 
The prisoner who does not receive something 
from bome, or sends outside and gets it, goes 
to bed hungry. I have applications time, time 
and again for bread or anything that is eatable 
from those that have no money or friends to 
bring them eatables from outside. I have not 
been asked by the turnkey to come out of my 
cell since I have been here (with the exception 
of visiting days, when all the prisoners are let 
out to take a walk two hoursin the forenoon 
and two bours in the afternoon twice a 
week, Tuesday and Friday) until to-day, 
and the reason he opened his heart to-day was, 
I think, he must have read Tue SunpDay Iain 
ung yesterday. There is a Cook County L. 
brary connected with the jail, but the books are 
pot seen only once in two weeks, when they 
ought, 1 to the rules, be distributed 
twice a week. How is that for Kern to swal- 
low! Ithink it is too large for him, but it’s the 
facts and nothing else. If I bad come here as 
the Palmer House jewelry-robber came, or the 
diamond-robber from Miller’s jewelry store on 
State street, or as Stevens, St. Peter, Kennedy, 
and such crimina!s as them, and do as they do 
—give the turnkeys cigars, etc.,—I also could 
come out every day, forenoon, afternoon, and 
evening, as they do; but I don’t, consequently 
Lam obliged to stay in my cell. The lady friends 
of Stevens call ou him at all bours. No later 
tnan the i8th of this month he was promenading 
at 10 o’clock in the evening through the upper 
sections of the jail with a lady triend dressed in 
black, and that portion of the jail is entirely va- 
cated: in other words, there is no one on that 
floor at all. 

Since writing.the above, the diamond-robber 
of A. H. Mitler’s store has escaped. He waiked 
quietly up to Mr. O’Brien, the $100 turnkey 
man, and simpiv tapped un the door, and Mr. 
O'Brien, without asking aay questions as to who 
he was or what be wanted, as quietly opened 
the door, and he quietly walked away. He did 
not run at all until he got outside of the yard, 
and then, of course, made himself scarce. You 
ought to have been here to hear the confusion 
and bustie amongst the emploves and the pris- 
overs. All were then locked up, and a quiet in- 
ventory was taken, when it was found that Cell 
43 was one short of its complement and the bird 
had flown. To-day is the day (once a week) that 
the linen is changed—one sheet and one pillow- 
slip—in my cell. We got one sheet and one pil- 
low-slip for two of us to use in two different 
bunks, and so it goes with everything else. I 
tell you I have not old you half, nor can’t to- 
dav; mv paper is getting short. 

To-day is visiting dav, and we are all locked 
up on account of the escape yesterday. X.

Preparations for the Funeral of the Late 
Catholic Bishop of Columbus.

CoLtumsus, O., Oct. 22.—John Wallace, a 
young and prominent Catholic and leader of the 
Society of the Red Cross, was taken ill shortly 
after the ceremonies of dedicating St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral on Sunday, and died to-day. Another 
priest, who came from Wheeling, is reported as 
lying sick in this city. One prominent Prot- 
estaut clergyman, the Rev. Taft, has also died 
ing the past few days, making in all four 
prominent leaders in the church in less than 
one week who have been taken away.

Itis believed that it will 
be the most imposing of anv ever held in this 
‘city. It seems highly probable that the various 
societies which were in attendance at the conse- 
eration of the Cathedral on Sunday will be 
presses, as well as delegates from every State 
in the Union which can reach here by that time. 
All the prominent dignitaries have already sig- 
nified their intention of taking part in the serv- 
ices. Gen. Rosecrans, a brother ot 
the late Bishop. is in California, and 
WIII be unable to reach here. 
The sudden death of Bishop Rosecrans at a late 
hour last night. coupled together, as it was, 
with that of Vicar-General the Rev. J. B. Hem- 
steger, whose funeral took place at the hour the 
late Bishop's life was ebbing away, and the 
death of Father Christie, of one of the Ca: hole 
churches, have created a profound sensation 

among the Catholics of this city and State. 
Telegrams have just been received from Mo- 
bile, and Bishop Quinlin of that city 1s an- 
nounced to preach the funeral sermon. Bishop 
Toebdbe, of Covington, Ky., will sing High Mass 
in requiem.

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Shameless Extravagance ef the Board 
During the Past Three Years. — 


Expenses Twice What They 
Were Six Years Ago. 


There was much surprise expressed yesterday 
in well-informed quarters atthe extraordinary 
report concerning county affairs, which was 
drawn up by Commissioner Senne, and submit- 
ted to the meeting of the County Board Mon- 
day. It was the general feeling that Mr. Senne 
was perfectly honest in the matter, but many 
were unable to understand how a person who 


had had as much experience in county affairs as 
he has had, both as a member of the County 
Board and of the old Board of Supervisors, 
should show himself so ignorant of the true 
state of affairs, and should 4 himself to 
be hoodwinked by Fitzgerald, Cleary, Mulloy, 
and other members of the Board so as to allow 
himself to be used in the cause of extrava- 
gance and waste. A reporter met, during his 
wanderings, a person who had in other vears a 
very thorough acquaintance with the affairs of 
the Board, and he questioned bim as to 
what in the world Senne meant by piling up 
such @ compilation of figures for the purpose, 
apparently, of inducing the voters of Cook 
County to contribute $700,000 in bonds for the 
relief of the County Ring, 

Ihe trouble with Leune is,“ said the n 
who was interrogated, that, while he is est 
enough, he has an exaggerated notion of the 
importance of the County Board, and you can 
no more get him to sce the necessity of re- 
trenchment than you could get some of the 
heads of city departments to see it this 
spring. He believes that the more money the 
County Board expends} the better it is. He has 
not learned the fact that the more money people 
get the more they want. Somehow or other 
he is unable to see that, for two or three years 
back, things have been run with a wanton and 
shameless extravagance, and that the county 
institutions have become places where hale, 
hearty fellows retired when the winter came on, 
— they were sick and needed a little tink- 
ering. é 

I CAN REMEMBER A FEW YEARS BACK,” 

said the gentleman, “when the County 

was composed of different material. instead of 
Wheeler, we had Charles Hitchcock; for Cleary 
and Mulloy, Marcus C. Stearns and Christian 
Wahl; for James Bradley, Mancel Talcott: for 
Meyer, Carter H. Harrison; for Lenzen, John 
Haerting. These were the ple who managed 
affairs along in 1872, and it wouldn’t bea bad 


| idea for Mr. Senne to look back and see the rec- 


ord which these men, whose honesty was never 
impeached and whose common sense isn’t gen- 
erally questioned, made at that time. The con- 
dition of affairs, as far as the county was con- 
cerned, was pretty much that of the city last 
spring. The fire had just come and swept 
away a number of county buildings, and had add- 
ed immensely to the sum of human suffering and 
of financial discouragement. It was almost as hard 
to pay takes then as itis now. The first thing 
the County Board did was to begin ecovomiz- 
ing, and it economized so well as to cut down 
the expenses for the Insane Asylum and Poor- 
House, County Agent’s office, and Countv Hos- 
pital from $309,000, which they were in 1871, to 
$162,000 for 1872. It was done without 


causing any suffering, and the value of the, 


services obtained was far greater than that se- 
cured by the present County Board under its 
extravagant management. Here are a few 
figures which will give you some sort of an idea 
of the situation: 


Poor-Honse—admieecions .. 
In Poor-House, Dec.1, 1872. 
Insane Asylum—admissions 
In Insane Asylum, Dec. 72. 
Expenses » .... $69, 950 

„ You see that the expenses have 
about 145 per _ while the number of pa- 
tients to be cared for hasn’t increased in any 
such proportion. Then, too, iu those innocent 
days, while they were trying to economize, the 
total daily cost of an inmate in the Poor-House 
was 5.55 cents per day. Of an inmate in the 
Insan¢ Asylum it was 31.66 cents. If you were 
able to fish out the figures for last year, I think 
you would find that they are alarmingly larger. 
Then there is another thing to be remembered. 
That $69,000 with which the County Board, con- 
sisting of Harrison, Wahl, Talcott, etc., ran the 
Poor-House and Insane Asvium in 1872, was 
in mopey which was worth less than its face, 
At that time gold was at least 110. During 
1877 the County Board spent $164,000 of money 
which was very nearly on a par with gold to 
accomplish the same results. It is certain that, 
when 

FINANCIAL EMBARRASSMENT DOES STRIKE 
the country, as it will witbin a year, and when 
it becomes absolutely necessary for it to econo- 
mize, it will find that it can get along with an 
expenditure for ordinary county purposes of 
just about half wifat it is paying to-day. Dur- 
ing 1872 the expenditures of the County Agent’s 
office were $47,000. For the vear ending Nov. 
30, 1877, the expenses were $215,000.” 

Ho is it that Senne can get it into his head 
that such immense appropriations are necessary 
this year!“ 

“The answer is very simple. It is because 
extravagant expenditures were made last year. 
The County Board last year defied the law and 
spent $300,000 or so more than the appropria⸗ 
tions,lalthouga the appropriations were ample to 
bave run all the institutions. Seeing this, 
Senne, who is a little obstinate, jumps at the 
copelugion that $1,000,000 was what was needed 
to run the aforesaid institutions, and, therefore, 
favors av apprepriation for the ensuing year to 
that amount. But when you come to look at 
some of these appropriations that have been 
made with his sanction, you see the fearful ab- 
surdity of his position. He must see it himself 
by this time, but is ashamed to aamit 
it. They give the County Agent for next year 
$150,000. If they were to give that officer a 
million he would expend it. You tell the peo- 
ple of Cook County that there is $150,000 to be 
distributed among them in coal, meas, grocer- 
ies, and so on, and they are going to come up 
aud get it, whether they are in absolute need or 
pot. The Agent himself is a pretty decent man, 
and tried to do right, but he has to be governed 
by the Board to a certain extent, and has to de- 
pend on inefficient visitors who are put upon 
him. Not half of the amount expended went 
to the relief of deserving people. The greater 
part of the money went to healthy, able-bodied 
people who were able to work, and who could 
have gotten work if they had chosen to ask for 
it, or to receive the wages which were offered 
them. But they preferred, like many people 
everywhere, to 

LIVE ON THEIR oe ne * 
if they could do it without soiling their han 
with work. If the County Agent’s office were 
in the hands of the Relief and Aid Society it 
could be run for $50,000 a year, and give more 
genuine relief than was given last year for three 
times that sum. It is shameful that Mr. Senne, 
a man of his experience, doesn’t know this fact, 
and it is shameful that he should cast his vote 
for robbing (for it is nothing else) the taxpavers 
of Cook County of $100,000 to be distributed 
among a horde of tramps,—hale, healthy, hearty, 
bulking people,—for whom there is abundance 
of work if they would only condescend to have 
it. Then there are appropriations of $160,000 for 
the Insane- Asylum and Poor-House. Everything 
is run at those two iustitutions at loose ends. 
The daily cost of an inmate in each institution 
is about one-third more than in 1872, when pro- 
visions, clothing, etc., cost one-third more n 
they do to-day. There is no order there, and 
there is no system. Put an efficient, common- 
sense man in the charge of those two institu- 
tions and, he would run them for $80,000, and 
the inmates would be better fed, and better 
clothed, and better cared fur than thev are now. 
But if anybody says to Mr. Senne, Lou can cut 
down the expenses of the Insane Asylum and 
voor-House,’ be says, ‘I will ask the officers 
there.’ He does, and the officers hold up their 
bands in horror and say, ‘If you deprive us of 
our apprepriation, you must take the responsi- 
bility. The inmates will starve; the poor and the 
insave will be unfed and unclothed.“ ‘There- 
upon Mr. Senne, not understanding that human 
aature, when in office, is always the same,— 
always crabbing, always in search of big ex- 
pectations,—says, ‘You see we cannot cut it 
down.

FINANCIAL. 


There was another advance In foreign exchange, 
variously explained as the result of a small supply 
of bilis, and of purchases to cover sales of ex- 
change when gold was high and could be loaned at 
1-32 day. When high rates like these can be 
got for gold loans, bankers who can sell bills make 
a turn by doing so ani lending the gold. The 
profit on the gold loans more than makes good the 
loss, if there be any. on the sales of exchange. 
Subsequently these sellers have to buy to cover 
their previous sales, and this is now influencing 
the rates of exchange. Sterling exchange was 481 
for sixty days and 487 for sight. Transactions 
were generally fraction below these posted rates. 
Exchange on Paris was 521 for sixty days and 
517% for sight, and German bills were 94% for 
sixty days and for sight. 

The appearance in the Chicago market of large 
Jots of bills on France, drawn against grain and 
provisions, is the beginning of a great and signif- 
cant commercia! change. Heretofore what France 
has had to import m the way of food from this 
country she has dune through the English.’ But 
the French have been looking over the ground for 
the purpose of arranging for direct importation. 
A French capitalist of note spent a week quietly in 
Chicago this summer with this object. and his re- 
searches were part of a general plan of the French 
merchants and bankers to take 'o themselves the 
profits of a business that has hitherto been almost 
exclusively in the hands of Liverpool and London. 
The shipments recently made of gold from Havre 
to New York show the development of this new 
commercial growth. to which the shortage of the 
French crop this year will give a great impulse. 

Gold opened at 100%, but receded to 100%, dt 
which point t remained. 

Government bonds were firm, without large trans- 
actions: The investment demand for the low in- 
terest bonds has almost ceased, and in Chicago the 
quantity of bonds coming back on the market is 
latger than that disposed of by dealers. The 
opening quotations in New York were: 6s of 1881, 
107% ; 5-203 of 1865, 102%; 5-20s of 1887, 105%; 
5-206 of 1868, 107%; 10-408. 106; new Se of 1881, 
10544 ; new 4448, 103%; new 48. 100. Consois were 
better, opening % above the close of Monday. and 
remaining steady all day long at the same price, 
0315-16. The market quotatiche at Liverpool. 
and on the Chicago Board of Trade also, showed an 
improved feeling. A liquidation but not a panic 
seems to be the direction the financial troubles in 
England will take, but the liquidation will be hard 
enough to bear. 

A London banker in a letter to the Times attrib- 
ites the City of Glasgow Bank catastrophe pri- 
narily to the practice of paying interest on depos- 
its. He says: 

I believe that the tendency in bad times to 
*gint’ bankere with money is a direct invitation 
to them to Invest enormous capital ins lative 

transactions. I ürmly believe that the history of 
the City of Glasgow Bank when revealed will sup- 
2 me in this opinion, and it will be shown that 

bank in its anxiety to employ its deposits 
(on which it paid interest immediately they were 
received), unable from the state of the market to 
find sound investments, dared not vay a lees divi- 


dend. and 80 sougbt investment of an apparently 
remunerative bat utterly ruinous character. 


The London Economist of the Stn inst. was not 
alarmed hy the failure of the Glasgow Bank, but 
bas much interesting information of a quality not 
reassuring. The reserves of the Bank of England 
had been greatly strengthened within two months. 
rising from £8,600, 0U0 to £12, 254, 000 on the 28th 
of September,—a proportion of reserve to liabili- 
ities ot nearly 49 percent. The bank statement of 
the 2d showed a reduction in this reserve, and it 
bas gone on falling. till it has now dropped to 27 
per cent of the habilitias. The revenue for the 
past six months has fallen short of the estimate 
£586,000, notwithstanding the revenue from cus- 
tome alone had risen £142.000. Thus an addition 
of twopence to the income tax has failed to sup- 
port the ext-avagance of the Tory Government, 
and the importations are still rising. The debt of 
municipal bodies has rieen from £63,451,000 in 
1870-71 to $106,302,000 in 1876-'77, which is 
about up to the American rate of inflation. The 
number of bankrupts in 1877 was twice as many as 
in 1870, and their liabilities $100.000,000, or 
about half the American annual volume of bank- 
raptey for two or three years. * 

The Chicago banks had a quiet day. Country 
curreacy orders were light. and the exchange or- 

ders were larger than those for currency. Dis- 
counts were only moderate. Rates are 60 per 
cent to regular customers and less to first-class 
outside borrowers on cali or short time. 

New York exchange was sold beiwcen banks at 
50 per $1,000 premium. Little is being made. 

Bank clearings were $3, 000, 000. 

Boston gas stocks have been tumbling as actively 
as those of London or Chicago. Boston gas has 
fallen to 700. This is the lowest price since 1861, 
when it fell to 690, and sold as high as 987% in 
1863; Cambridge, only a few months since at 140, 
has been to 118%, and now 122%; Brookline to- 
day 107%, against 112 in August. Dorchester 
farther declined from 91% to 88%: East Boston 
(Jan. 25), 31% to 29. Jamaica Plain, 113% to 
110; Lowell, 161% to 144%; Malden & Melrose, 85 
Ao 81%; Newton & Watertown, 115 to 108: Rox- 
bury. 151% (Jan. 10) to 146; South Boston, 114% 
to 107K per share. 

The event of the day in stocks was the sudden 
spurt upward in Western Union, which advanced 
2% m the afternoon, opening at 89%, and closing 
at 92%. This was believed on the street to bea 
twist on the shorts, and to be engineered by Keene, 
whose capacity for mischief was perhaps not ex- 
bausted by the turn he gave the screw yesterday. 
Iilipois Central closed & better than the opening of 
77%, aud at the close Lake Shore was x, Michi- 
gan Central %, and Northwestern preferred \ bet- 
ter than the opening. 

The Atchison group of railroad stocks had a set- 
beck in their special market at Boston last week. 
Atchison fell to 80 on Tuesday; was bid up to 84 
to sell on, and the stock came pouring out, the 
price going down, down, to 77% at the close Fri- 
day; opening on Saturday at 79, the price moved 
up to 82%, and again to 83% im the afternoon, 
closing 83% bid, Sa asked. Kansas City, from 
87 to 80, up to 84, back to 78%, and Saturday 85, 
is the record for the week. Pueblo ranged down- 
ward from 65 to 62, and Saturday back to 66 &. 
Florence & EI Dorado fell from 52% to 30, Pieas- 
ant Hill & Desoto a single sale at 50. Wichita de- 
clined from 63 to 50.

This being the case, lao not see wherein either 
of these companies have any remarkable induce- 
ment for a party to pay a whole lifetime the same 
rites that we charge fora Tontine period of ten, 
fifteen, or twenty years, as the applicant may de- 
sire, and at tae end of the selected riod he has a 
stipuiated cash value, viz.: the — of the 
reserve, and in additional! the surplus accumulated 
during the period. Mr. Wright says: The plan 
—— that the Company shall hold all for- 

feitures that occurin any class as a distinct 
fund, the whole of which, at the end of the 
Tontine period, Salt be divided among the ting 
members of that class holding policies then in 
force. Of course the game will not be disastrous 
to those who die during the period. for, though 
they have lust their dividends, their heirs will re- 
ceive far more than the premiums would have 
amounted to.” ‘*The lucky survivors will 
receive enough to make their insurance cost (hem 
but little. ‘This is a good indorsement for Ton- 
tine, and I fail to see where it helps my brethren. 

Mr. Wright states: 

The plan does not prescribe in what ratiothe fund 
shail be divided, whctaer in proportion to the face of 
the pulicies, the premiums paid, or the insurance 
effected during the | ontine period. 


In thie he is im error, and he will readily see 1 


when he remembers that the reserve determines 
this point, for the reserve onan ordinary life, 
limited-payment life, or an endowment varies 
according to he style of policy selected, and it 
is rather surprising that a man of so much ialeili- 
gence should fall into such an error. 

lt should also be remembered taat the opinion of 
the Hon. Elizur Wright is no more binding or of 
greater might than many other men of equal in- 
telligence in life-insurance knowledge who have 
never held the important position waich he once 
held; for it is a well-xnown fact that, if the Chief 
Justice of our Supreme Court shoula preside on 
the Bench of our County Court, and render a 
decision, that decision would not be final oy any 
manner of means, but the case would have to be 
appeaied to the court waere it belongs. 80 in this 
case, Mr. Wrigut's opinion as Ineurance Commis- 
sioner of the State of Massachusetts would be one 
thing, and ashe now gives it another. And, in 
conciusion, here is whatthe Insurance Commis- 
sioner of the State of Massucnuseits says regarding 
tontines in his report, January, 1871. After 
censuring the managers of certain companies for 
their lavish expenditure in procuring business. 
on ge 55,—and for the introduction of new 
schemes almost without num ber, and condemn- 
ing them as mere attempts at imposition, and 
cesigned to take advantage of public iynorance, — 
on page 56,—he proceeds tosay regarding ton- 
tines: 

We do not mean, however, to say that all new “plans 
brought before the public are wholly without merit. 
Some of these, one especial/y, which has attracted favor- 
able consideration and achieved grat popularity, is 
the Jontinesystem of deciaring dividends. In expla- 
nation of this system, an examination of the nature of 
life-insurance is necessary. 

Closing that with this language: 

So, too, the Tontine dividends are the mode of a 
1 the mp — in life- insurance companies, a 
which the /argest degree of bene or advuniuge is be- 
cured In favor of survivorship. 

The Commissioner also says: 

n our view, the officers of life-insurance companies 
are nee called upon to determine for their policy-holders 
what mode of uisvosing of surplus is the most equitable 
and advantageous for ail concerned. They are only 
called upon to make a disposition of the surplus lu the 
manner which has been agreed upon between the com- 
pany and the policy-holders. The mode of its 
disposition is properly and purely a ma ter 

of agreement. There is no reason why various meth- 
ods of disposing of the surplus should not be admissi- 
ble, provided the method agreed upon is carried out. 
Companies may with perfect propriety be or ganized for 
the purpose of receiving and holding funds in trust that 
they may be returned with the accumulations that 
arise either upon the Tontine principle or upon tue 
life-insurance principle, or in part upon one pri- 
ciple and in part upon the other. Soiong asthe funds 
are returned ip the Manner agreed upon, no one is 
harmed. He closes his article with ‘* Life-insur- 
ance companies are eps * in meeting all ex- 
isting demands of the public for /ontines. 

For these and pienty of other reasons we find 
many that agree with Mr. Wricht in stating that 
they know of no company that is preferable to the 
New York Life, Morris Franklin, President, and 
who have faith enough in the solvency of the Com- 
pany to take Tontme policies as investments.

The leading produce markets were steady yester - 
day, but not uniform. Hogs and provisions were 
tame, with little change in prices. Wheat was 
stronger, and corn rather weak after the opening, 
though reported firmer in England. Oates were 
better, with a smaller eupply; rye firm, and bar- 
ley off. The receipts of grain were somewhat 
larger, and our stocks show a further increase, 
while the news from other pointe indicated a weak 
feeling in commercial circies in Europe and else- 
where. It was stated that receivers are anticipat- 
ing a falling off im the receipts of wheat, those of 
yesterday beingin large part composed of cars 
heretofore accumulated on the side-tracks of the 
C., B. & C. Railroad and its qgnnections. 

There was little that is pew to note in connec- 
tion with the dry-goods market. Trade is fair for 
the season and that 1s all, no unusual activity be- 
ing apparent. Prices remain about steady. Job- 
bers of groceries were doing a fairly satisfactory 
business, and prices were! uniformly weil sus- 
tained. At the recent decline there has sprung up 
quite an active demand for coffees, and the marke} 
now shows considerable strength. Sugars were 
quoted dull. The batter and cheese mar- 
kets were without activity, and to both 
there was a weak and unsettled tone. Dried fruits 
were doing fairly, both as to the volume of business 
and to prices. Fish were eteady, with a satisfac- 
tory business in progrese. The demand for the 
leading olle was fairly active at previous quota- 
tions. Carbon, linseed, 
strong. Nothing specially new was developed in 
the bagging, leather, tobacco, coal, and wood 
markets, 

Lumber was moderately active at unchanged 
prices. The offerings at the docks were well re- 
duced, and the fresh arrivais were light. Wool 
was steady and quiet. The sales of broom-corn 
reached a fair aggregate, and a steady market was 
again reported, though the receipts continue 
large. Seeds were slow and gencraily easy. 
Hides were quoted easier under larger supplies. 
with a falling off in sales to tanners, Potatoes 
were seliing slowly, the liberal receipts causing 
the few buyers in the market to hold off fora 
lower range of prices than receivers were ready to 
take. Poultry and eggs were less plenty and 
steady. 

Lake freights were rather quiet at Saturday's 
rates, 3c being the current figure on cora by sail to 
Buffalo. Room was taken for 80,000 bu wheat, 
165, 000 bu corn, and 20, 000 bu oats. 

Rail freights were quiet and unchanged, on the 
basis of 30c per 100 los on grain to New York, and 
35c on fourth-class to do, which includes meats. 

Through rates by lake and rail were quoted at 
13%c and 14%cjfor corn and wheat to New York, 
and 18e for corn to Boston. Sail and canal to 
New Yurk were 12\c on wheat and 11½% on corn.

DRY GOODS, 
CHICAGO. 

Since our report of a week ago the changes in the 
market for staple and fancy dry goods bave been neither 
numerous nor important. No great activity is appar- 
ent in any branch of the market, but in a qulet way a 
fairly satisfactory volume of sales is daily accom- 
plished. For the preseut season the rusn is un- 
doubtedly over. but, judging from the way that orders 
for reassortment are beginning to arrive, our jobbers 
feel warranted in anticipating a continued fair demand 
for some weeks to come. There have been few price- 
changes. The general tone of the market is less buoy- 
ant than during the earlier weeks of the season, and in 
a few lines the tendency may be said to be to an easier 
condition, but for the leading staple productions, both 
cotton and woolen, the prevalent feeling is fairly firm. 
Concerning collections few complaints are heard. As 
a rule. interior merchants are paying up with a com- 
mendable degree of promptitude. 

The following concerning the woolen- market 
is from Saturday's New York Journal of Commerce : 

‘Although the general trade has shown no large 
degree of action, the aggregate movement for the weck 
nas deen In excess of that we had to mention at our 
last review. The 2 to this market by the auc- 
tion sale of a prominent maker of 3-4 and 6-4 fancy cas- 
simeres of alarge numberof buyers had the effect of 
giving some tone to the demand by a degree of atien- 
tion extended that had not beea seen for some weeks. 
Even through this cause the business, though of some 
improvement over last week, does not reacu expecta- 
tions, as the continuance of very warm and unsea- 
sonable weatner had a restrictive influence upon uny- 
ers selections, which were confined as near as possibie 
to wants present and in sight.

At the opening of the Appellate Court yester- 
day morning the report of the Committee on 
Examination of Students for Admission to the 
sy re — and read. It was as follows: 

0 noradle Judges of the Appetiate Court : 
The undersigned, your Committee to whom was 
referred the examination of applicants for admis- 
sion to the Bar at the 1 term of this Court, 
respectfully submits the following report: 

Sensible that the honors of our profession have 
been rendered too generally accessible to persons 
imperfectly qualified for its high duties, and im- 
pressed that the profession bas in recent years suf- 
fered from this factin the estimation of many 
people, your mittee have felt it to be their 
duty to make the examination as thorough as the 
time usually occupied in such examinations would 
permit. our Committee, therefore, prepared 
with great care @ sortes of written and oral 
tions, intended to be elementary and to test the 
knowledge of the applicant in as many of the 
various branches of law and practice as possible, 
bat avoiding 7 technical and catth questions, 

One hundred and seventeen inte tories were 
submitted to each applicant, to which written au- 
swers were required to be made in the presence of 
the Committee, each applicant having first been 
put upon bis honor neither to give nor accept as - 
sistance. After the written ¢xamination, about 
ninety questions requiring oral answers were 
given to the claas. 

The Committee have carefully graded the merits 
of the respective applicants upon the basis of the 
number of questions correctly answered by each, 
and the ratio of the number of questions 80 an- 
swered to the whole number of questions put. 
One hundred was adopted by the Committee as 
the standard of perfection. The standing of each 
siccessfu! applicant has been graded to that stand- 
ard. and is indicated opposite his name in the an- 
neked schedule. The Committee ere gratified 
with the high merit of the class of gen- 
tlemen presented for examination, and ar 
cheerful testimony to the successful 
manser in which they passed through the ordeal of 
perhaps one of the most searching examinations 
ever held in this State. The Committee take pieas- 
ure in recommending the persous whose names ap- 
pear in the annexed schedule as having creditably 
passed their examinations, and entitied to be certi- 
fied under the rule of the Supreme Court of the 
Stace for admission to the Bar.

Dr. N. S. Davis, Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee. submitted a report upon the financial 
policy of the Home, Thisstated that the repeated 
requests that had been made to the Board and te 
the Executive Committee for an appropriation of 
money to aid in the establishment of a house for 
the reform of inebriate women had caused him to 
examine the resources ard  MJiabilities of 
the Washingtonian Home for the purpose 
of determining more fully the proper 
course to be pursued in the future. Such 
an examination showed that the loan of $25, 000, 
which was alien on the property of the Home, 
matured for paymeat on the 2d uf December, 1880. 
By the terms ofthe Jonathan Burr bequest the 
money was to be loaned on improved real estate, 
and only the interest used for reformatory work 
of the Home. Owing to the depreciation of real 
estate and the insolvency of individuals, about 
$6,000 of this investment 
available by the non-payment of 
and inability to collect the principal 
money. Tae whole amount, however, was 
secured to the Home by using the mortgage 
for ite face value in payment for the furniture 
peeded on the completion of the bullding. It was 
so used. with the express understanding that the 
whole amount should be replaced and properly in- 
vested from the current sources of income. There 
was therefore due the Burr legacy about $7. 000 
that should be immediately placed where it legally 
belonged. On the other hand, the money now 
either actually in the Treasury or immediately 
available was about $12,000, and $7,000 more in 
city warrants due in December, 1878, making the 
available funds for the remainder of 
the present year about 819.000. He had not 
taken into consideration the rents received on 
store-leasea, because those rents merely offset 
fairly the interest on the loan of . There 
were also outstanding loans, etc., gating 
$i, 000 or $5. 000. There might perhaps be $12, 000 
of available funds for the present year, $7.000 of 
which would not be due from the city until De- 
cembä It would take every dollar that could be 

otten together to pay off the $25,000 loan when 
it matufed. In time, the Committee thought a 
department for inebriate womer might be estab- 
lished, buat at present it would absorb everything 
and leave nothing with which to pay off the loan. 

The Committee appointed to investigate as to 
the legality of tone Washingtonian Home appropri- 
ating funds toward the establishment in this city of 
a Home for Inebriate Women reported that, having 
examined the question, they were of opinion that 
if, in the establishment of such a Home, a distinct 
corporation was contemplated, or even a manage- 
ment distinct and separate from that of the Wash- 
ingtoman Home, the appropriation of funds for 
such a purpose would be a clear violation of the 
trust with which the Directors were charged by the 
act of incorporation. 

A long distussion ensued upon the question, and 
finally the report was adopted, and the meetang 
adjourned.
